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Compact 2-Port USB Hub 

Your RadioShack Compact 2-Port USB Hub lets you ex- 
pand the USB (Universal Serial Bus) capacity of most 
laptop and handheld computers. These computers usual- 
ly have only one USB port. With the USB Hub, you get 
one upstream connector and two downstream ports, dou- 
bling your computer’s USB capacity. The USB Hub also 
serves as a cable concentrator and bridge between a 
PC’s USB host controller and the USB peripheral devices 
connected to your computer, such as a keyboard, mouse, 
or joystick. 

The USB Hub complies with USB Specification Revision 
1 .1 . It supports both full-speed (12M bps) and low-speed 
(1 .5M bps) devices. It is bus powered (the power is sup- 
plied by the PC's USB host controller), so you do not 
need to carry an external power supply along with you. 

Its other features include: 

Windows and USB Plug and Play Compatible — lets 
you use the 2-Port USB Hub immediately, without install- 
ing any driver software. 

Supports Hot-Swapping — lets you connect or discon- 
nect the USB Hub and the connected peripheral without 
having to reset your computer system. 

Supports Both OHCI (Open Host Controller Interface) 
and UHCI (Universal Host Controller Interface) — lets 
you connect the USB Hub to a USB port which is either 
built-in (on the main printed circuit board) or the plug-in 
type. 

Overcurrent Detection and Protection for the Two 
Downstream Ports — automatically turns off a port’s 
power when the connected peripheral device’s current 
level overloads that port. 

Bus Status Indicator for Each Port — lights green to in- 
dicate the connected device works with the USB Hub and 
lights red to indicate an overcurrent condition. 

System Requirements 

• IMac or PC with Windows 98 or higher. 

• USB host controller installed on your computer.

CONNECTING THE USB HUB 



1. Plug the USB Hub’s upstream connector into the 
USB host controller port on your computer. 

Notes: 

• The USB Hub’s cable serves two purposes: 

— It communicates between the USB Hub and the 
USB host controller. 

— It transfers power from the USB host controller 
to the USB Hub, which then supplies 100 mA 
(maximum) of power to each downstream port. 

• You can plug the Compact USB Hub’s upstream con- 
nector into one of the downstream ports of another 
USB hub if the other (parent) hub supports daisy- 
chaining. (Refer to the other USB hub’s owner’s 
manual for details.) Be aware that, although the 
Compact USB Hub can daisy-chain off of a hub that 
supports daisy-chaining, you cannot daisy-chain 
any hubs downstream from this Compact USB Hub. 
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2. When the USB Hub’s downstream ports are operat- 
ing correctly, each port’s indicator lights green. Plug 
peripheral devices with USB connectors, such as a 
joystick and a mouse, into the USB Hub’s two down- 
stream ports. The current requirement of each 
attached device must be 100 mA or less. 

If you connect a peripheral device that operates at a 
current level higher than the 100 mA limit, the device 
might not work. If this happens, disconnect the periph- 
eral device because it is not suitable for use with this 
USB Hub. 

Notes: 

• The port’s indicator lights red only when an overcur- 
rent condition occurs (excessive current). This auto- 
protect function turns off that port’s power. 

• To reactivate the USB port that was turned off by the 
auto-protect function, or if static electricity causes the 
USB Hub to operate erratically, reset the USB Hub. 
Simply unplug it from the computer’s USB port, then 
reconnect it. If you have daisy-chained hubs, do this 
on the hub that connects directly to the computer. 


CARE 

To enjoy your Compact 2-Port USB Hub for a long time: 

• Keep the Hub dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry immedi- 
ately. 

• Use and store the Hub only in normal temperature 
environments. 

• Handle the Hub gently and carefully. Do not drop it. 


• Keep the Hub away from dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the Hub with a damp cloth occasionally to keep 
it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the USB Hub’s internal com- 
ponents can cause a malfunction and invalidate its war- 
ranty. If your USB Hub is not performing as it should, take 
it to your local RadioShack store for assistance.
